tinued forthwith. The text of the no- 
tiee to the superintendents reads as fol- 
ows: 

‘It has been decided to discontinue 
forthwith the eollection and distribution 
by this company of horserace reports. 
You will please act accordingly. Ac- 
knowledge receipt. 

“ROBERT C. CLOWRY, 
“President and General Manager.” 

This is the result of the ht on pool- 
rooms by District Attorney Jerome, who 
insisted that the Western Uniog could do 
more towards closing these resorts than 
the law by simply shutting off fits service 


to them. 

The service to local patrons was dis- 
conitnued Tuesday afternoon and today 
the policy was broadened to include the 
whole country. 

The order includes all poolrooms 
tickers throughout the United States. 

The directors of the Western Union have 
been mercilessly pilloried by the New York 
press for their attitude in permitting their 
company to continue to assist gambling 
er. terprises and it is presumed the fire was 
too hot for them.

When they did come, however, their tar- 
diness was explained in the brightness and 
completeness of their costumes, the care- 
ful set of their hats, and the perfection of 


their coiffures. They had chosen to array 
themselves in their prettiest costumes 


when they looked out of their hotel win- 
dows and saw that the day was fair and 
sunshiny, and if they were thereby de- 
layed in reaching the convention ball, it 
was a small matter. 

But it had a dire consequence for 
many of them. Madame President Denison 
and the other general officers were present 
with 
the stage well filled with officers, but the 
auditorium containing only a handful of 
delegates, the day’s program was begun. 
First the doors leading from the foyer were 
closed so that new arrivals would cause no 
interruption, and two fat policemen care- 
ully placed their broad backs against them, 
There, for half an hour, they smilingly 
faced the new arrivals, and explained. 

As soon as the doors were closed and the 
invocation had been said, Mrs. Denison be- 
gan the reading of the president's address. 
It was an exhaustive document, dealing 
with all the interesting phases of the gen- 
eral federation since the last previous bien- 
nial session, and forecasting the work to be 
done. 


HATS NOT DISTURBED. 

When the address had been finished, the 
doors were opened again, and the hun- 
dreds of women who had gathered in the 
foyer during the reading were admitted to 
the auditorium. They literally swarmed in, 
filling the aisles, chatting gayly and dis- 
cuasing every subject under the sun. 
buzz of their conversation drowned all oth- 
er sounds. If any one on the platfrom 
spoke, the worde were not heard. The 
new arrivals filled the aisles and crowded 
the passageways between the seats as they 
merrily sought and found their places.

Four Stages.

New York Authorities Will Not Ac. 
cept Verdict, Sey Problem Is 
Purely Philosophical. — 


Bpecial to the Post-Disp=tech. 
NEW YORK, May 18.—‘‘How to tell a 
plain drunk” is the latest budget of ad- 
vice issued to the Chicago police, by which, 
of course, is meant “how to distinguish 
when one is involved in circumstances of 


ordinary intoxication.” 

Learned lectures are being given to the 
guardians of the “jags” of the Windy 
City, so that they may be able to dis- 
tinguish between alcoholic coma, apoplexy, 
epilepsy, knock-out drops and fractured 
skulls. 

“IT am sure fhat such 
no benefit to the New York police,”’ said 
Commissioner McAdoo yesterday, ‘for the 
members of the de} martment are so tem- 
perate themselves that they would not be 
able to tell a really intoxicated person 


when they saw him. 

“TJ suppose that the test applied to a dis- 
tinguished officer of the navy at one time 
might suffice to determine whether a man 
were in the state of the ‘plain drunk or 
not. He was under suspicion, but when it 
was noticed that he was approaching a 
coping a foot in height as he went back- 
ward over a parade ground it was proposed 
that if he stepped over the obstruction 
backwards without falling that he should 
have a clean bill of health. He got over 
safely. He was pronounced sober. I should 
say that a man who was unable to perform 
a similar feat would be classified under the 
category of the ‘plain drunk.’ 
“Tt is difficult to prove when a man is 
really intoxicated, for I recall once that a 
policeman was ordered to report himself as 
drunk, but as he insis sted that he was not, 
an ambulance '§ surge was called, who 
pronounced the supgceed offender as being 
merely tired. 


Medical and Police 
Authorities Differ. 


“As to the various degrees of -intoxica- 
tion, I fear I shall not be able to give 
any definite information, as the matter Is 
largely a philosophical and ethical one.’ 
Between the authorities at Bellevue Hos- 
pital and the police department there is a 
difference as to what constitutes a “plain 
drunk.”’ The police say that it Js a state 
of intoxication without frills and totally 
devoid of the vivid color scheme of the 
advance state known the D. T. Jag. 
Physicians of the hoSpital who had served 
in the alcoholic ward in a professional Cca- 
pacity said that they never considered a 
man as having reached the beatific state 
of the P. D. until be is unconscious. One 
who is only talkative, merry or spoiling 
for a fight or consumed with grief over 
the death of his wife's great grandfather 
is considered only tipsy. 
“All intoxicated persons,’’ said a_ well- 
known physician Bw hay al “should be 
— as patients and later, when sober, 
may be punished. It is_not for the 
ceman or the layman to differentiate; 
pol variety of ‘jags’ is too great d the 
difference between classes too slight for 
any but the phy’ sician to diagnose.”’ 
For the practical purposes of police busi- 
ness in New York the stages of intoxica- 


tion are as follows: 
Plain Drunk—-When a man is barely able to take 
care of himeeclf, but had better be locked up for 


safe keeping. 
Drunk and disorderlyr—When he tIs wobbly on 


pis legs and is filled with a wild desire to smash 
things and to get clubbed. 
Dead Drunk—When he lies in a doorway or in 
the street in an absolutely unconscious condition. 
D. T. Drunk—When he leans against a lamp- 
post and asks if it isn’t funny that green lizards 
are running along the sides of the houses and 
white dragons gnd square headed dogs are march 
ing with rcd lanterns in the middle of Broadway

Other addresses on Wednesday's program 
are “‘Roadbuilding In Cuba,’ by Hon. 
Manuel Dionisio Diaz of the Department 
of Public @Vorks, Havana; “Roads and 
Rural Delivery,” by Frank E. Nevins of the 
United States mail service; “Good Roads— 
a State and National Issue,"”” by Hon. W. 
D. Vandiver, member of Congress from 
Missouri. 

An address by Gen. Nelson A. Miles on 
‘“Roadbuilding from a Military Standpoint”’ 
was the feature of Tuesday's session. Gen. 
Miles said the subject of good roads was 
one of »aramount interest to the entire 
ecountrv He advocated the reduction of 
the army's force of mounted men and the 
empioyment of a large force of infantry in 
the improvement of the most important 
highways, and said that at least $5,000,000 
expended annually on the army for monot- 
onous camp life could be used in the bet- 
terment of public roads.

trian secretary of commerce. 

Meanwhile Charles M. Rosenthal, 4 
member of the Austrian Fair commis- 
sion, is preparing for the secretary of 
commerce a statement of reasons why 
the decorations at the Austrian building 
are unsatisfactory to the commission. 

The appropriation was expended by 
the Imperial Building Co. under the di- 
rection of Privy Counselor Bauman, who 
was in St. Louis for some time, and who 
Sailed Tuesday on the steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm.

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FOUR STATE GOVERNORS 


ON WOMA 


From the Washington Times. 

Mrs. Mary Bentley Thomas of Maryland 
addressed a letter to the governor of each 
of the states where women vote on-equal 
terms with men and asked them four ques- 
tions. At the Washington convention she 
reported the result of this corfespondence 
as follows: 


Number One. 


Are your women &s devoted to house and 
home interests as formerly, and are they 
ae good wives and mothers as before they 
voted? 

Wyoming answers: ‘““Woman suffrage has 
no effect whatever on the house and home 
interests, and women are just as good, if 
not better. wives and mothers.”’ 

Utah answers: ‘Yes, in every respect.” 

Idaho's governor says he is “glad, indeed, 
to comply” With our request, but he evi- 
dently overlooked the first question. 

Colorado answers: “The women of the 
state of Colorado are just as devoted to 
their homes and families as they were be- 
fore they were granted the right of suff- 
rage: in fact, I am of the apinion they are 
more so, for the reason that they are better 
acquainted with the necessities of good citi- 
zenship and are trying to raise their chil- 
dren, both boys and girls, with a realizing 
sense of the duties devolving upon them.” 


Number Two. 

Is marriage less common or divorce more 
so than 10 years ago? 

Wyoming answers: “It has no effect 
whatever on marriage or divorce.” 

Utah answers: “No.” 

Idaho anewers: “No” 

Colorado answers: ‘Marriage is just as 
common as it was 10 years ago, and I do 
not believe there are as many dvorces 
granted now ag then, in proportion to the 
number of marriages.”

Wyoming answers: ‘“There certainly has 
been no injury to Wyoming on account of 
woman suffrage. I think it has been a 
benefit, because it has been demonstrated 
that a man of known immorality or dis- 
honesty haa little chance of election.’’ 

Utah says: “Certainly no injury. A law 
law providing for a state art institute was 
enacted through the influence of a lady 
member of the legislature who also intro- 
duced the bill.

IN MODEL RAILROAD YARDS. 


The crowds who go to the Transportation 
building at the World’s Fair to be awed 
by the biggest engines of earth stay awhile 
to be interested in the smallest engines 


and cars in the building. 

In an unobtrusive glass case athwart 
which the great engines cast their frown- 
ing shadows a great number of tiny en- 
gines and cars make one of the most in- 
teresting exhibits in the building. They 
are placed on a relief map of a great rail- 
roud yard at Liverpool, where all the 
handling of cars is done by gravity. 

There are tracks and tracks, running in 
every direction, and houses and bridges 
and the grades which enable the cars to be 
handled by gravity are accurately shown. 

It is explained that everv afternoon and 
every evening in these yards 2000 to 265000 
cars are sorted into trains and then mar- 
shaled in any desired order, without the 
help of locomotives. 

The cars are deposited tn the reception 
yard, where al the tracks have the sum- 
mit of their grades. They are taken there 
as soon as they are loaded and without 
reference to what trains are to convey 
them to their destinations. By gravity 
they are sorted into trains and temporarily 
left on storage tracks. They are marshaled 
in desired order by passing them through 
what is called a gridiron, .a complication 
of tracks which makes it possible to shift 
them easily. 

When the trains have been made up tn 
such manner, that cars can be drop at 
stations with tle least inconvenience and 
loss of time, they are run by gravity into 
the departure yard, where an engine is 
hooked to them and they are started to- 
ward their several destinations.
